ASSERTS DICTATOR 
OPPOSED DEMOCRACY 


Refers to Him as ‘Herr 
Stalin’—Witness Says He 
Got All Party Honors but 
Firing Squad. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 


Jay Lovestone told the Dies Com- M 


mittee today that he was ousted as 
general secretary of the Communist 
party in the United States by Jo- 
seph Stalin in 1929 because of a 
“violent conflict” with Moscow over 
how the variour units of the party 
should be led. 


Testifying under subpena, Love- 
stone said he and his followers 
were particularly opposed to a 
“monopoly” of this leadership by 
Soviet officials. 

Asserting that he had insisted 
upon a principle of “party democ- 
racy,” Lovestone told the commit- 
tee that “Stalin and his puppets, 
while they did not reject it on pa- 
per, vitiated every concept” of such 
a principle. 

The witness said it took him and 
other expelled party members seven 
years to get over the idea of re- 
unification of the party in this 
country but they abandoned it fi- 
nally in 1936. At present, he said, 
he is secretary of the Independent 
Labor League of America at $35 a 
week “when we get it.” 

All Party Honors But One. 

As one of the organizers of the 
Communist party of the United 
States and a founder of the Com- 
munist International, he said, he 
had “received and been subjected 
to all the honors of the party 
save one—liquidation by the firing 
squad.” 

Asked by J. B. Matthews, com- 
mittee investigator, why he had 
not appeared voluntarily to testify 
as had Earl Browder and other of- 
ficials of the party, Lovestone said 
it was partly because he did not 


agree with a good deal of the com-|! 


mittee’s procedure but largely be- 
cause he did not want to be found 
in any neighborhood Where “even 
the dust of the Stalinist machine 
would fall on me.” 

Asserting he had made eight or 
10 trips to Moscow, Lovestone told 
the committee he had had many 
conferences with Stalin and Rus- 
sian Premier Molotov. At one point 
he referred to the Russian leader 
as “Herr Stalin.” 

Committee aids said Lovestone 
was the last major witness likely 
to be heard by the committee here 
this year. 

Tells of Leaving Russia. 

Discussing his hurried departure 
from Russia ‘n 1929, after a contro- 
versy with party leaders, Lovestone 
said: “I left by airplane, and I had 
to do some good high flying.” 

He added that although he had 
“formal permission” to leave, Stalin 
did not know of his departure until 
several days after he had left. A 
number of friends and comrades 
who assisted him in Moscow have 
been executed, he testified. 

The witness expressed the opinion 
that the Communists International 
today reflected “nothing but the 
foreign policies of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.”

Two professors were known to 
have been killed when the institute 
was destroyed by Russian bombs. 

Authorities announced 200 Rus- 
sian prisoners had been taken on 
the Eastern front. 

Refagee Problem. 

The Finns were faced with the 
problem of caring for refugees from 
their bomb-torn cities. Roads out- 
side Helsinki were crowded with 
trucks, automobiles and wagons 
carrying women and children from 
the danger area. - Railroad stations 
were jammed with refugees. 

Business was almost at a stand- 
still in Helsinki. Only a few stores 
were operating. 

Military leaders said a new auto- 
matic rifle was proving successful 
on the Eastern front and causing 
heavy casualties among the invad- 
ussians. 
air raid alarm was sounded 
this morning but no planes ap- 
peared over the city and an all 
clear signal quickly followed. 

Premier’s Broadcast. 

In a speech broadcast to the 
United States while his country 
counted its dead, Premier Risto 
Ryti declared: 

“We are willing to negotiate re- 
garding every issue that may arise 
between two neighboring nations, 
but we will not consent to barter 
away our independence, nor our 
right to decide our own affairs.” 

Ryti, whose speech was read by 
an assistant, asserted, “Ours is a 
struggle of peace-loving people for 
everything that they hold dear in 
life. 

“The whole world is our witness 
that this defensive struggle is justi- 
fied and is in keeping with every 
law that governs the existence of a 
nation. For this reason, the people 
fight with a pure conscience.” 

As the Premier announced Fin- 
land's determination to carry on, 
flames crackled through the capi- 
tal, where 30 women and children 
were killed yesterday when Soviet 
warplanes bombed and machine- 
gunned the working class district. 

There was no naval bombard- 
ment of Helsinki, but cities else- 
where on the southern coast were 
reported to have been shelled heav- 
ily by the Red fleet. 


Heisinki Has “Whiteout.” 
Early today snow began falling 
on the capital, raising hopes of 
the populace for a “whiteout” which 
would hide objectives from enemy 
bombers.

On the 800-mile frontier, extend- 
ing from the Gulf to the Arctic 
Ocean, the communique reported 
three separate battles in two of 
which, it said, the Finns had re- 
pulsed the Russians. 

Finnish casualties were reported 
small. The Russians were said to 
have suffered “large” losses. 

The heaviest fighting, according 
to the communique, occurred at 
Suojarvi, about 65 miles north of 
Lake Ladoga, where Finnish ma- 
chine gun fire was said to have 
“annihilated two enemy companies 
to the last man.” 


The communique reported a Rus- 
sian assault “was. thrown back 
with heavy counterfire” south of 
Myllyjarvi. Hundreds of Russians 
were said to have been captured in 
the fighting on the southeastern 
front and 16 Soviet tanks put out 
of action. 

Carefully Prepared Attack. 

“North of Lake Ladoga enemy at- 
tacks were launched wherever the 
roads permitted,” the communique 
said. “From all appearances these 
attacks have been the result of 
careful preparation for at least 
two weeks .. . Our own troops re- 
ported some casualties but not a 
single fatality. , 

“Also on the Karelian Isthmus 
thefe was heavy activity. The Rus- 
sians resumed attacks under cover 
of artillery fire. Only at scattered 
points was there any degree of suc- 
cess for the Russians. Generally 
they were beaten back with large 
losses.” 

The communique mentioned three 
air raid alarms at Helsinki, one of 
which was followed by an actual 
bombing raid. It reported two raid- 
ers shot down, “one a bimotored 
bomber in the northern part of the 
city, while another fell in south 
harbor.” 

Unconfirmed reports described 
the destruction of two other Rus- 
sian planes over Helsinki. 

“Anti-aircraft guns dropped one 
enemy plane at Laapeeranta and 
two at Tainiokoski,” the commu- 
nique continued. 

“At Ruckalahti our own planes 
shot down two enemy machines 
and at Koljola forced down an- 
other.” 

Terijoki’s Capture Denied. 

Official sources commented on 
the Moscow proclamation of the 
formation of the insurent “people's” 
government at Terijoki under the 
leadership of the Soviet Finns Otto 
Kusinnen and Mauri Rosenberg 
with the statement that Terijoki 
actually still was in the possession 
of Finnish troops, contrary to Rus- 
sian reports.

SHP SENT TO FINLAND 
TO REMOVE AMERICANS 


45 Connected With Helsinki 
Legation to Be Taken 
to Sweden. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 2 (AP).—A 
Swedish-American steamer has 
been chartered to remove Amer- 
icans connected -with the. United 
States Legation in Helsinki and 
will reach Abo, Finland, tomorrow. 

Frederick <A. Sterling, United 
States Minister to Stockholm, an- 
nounced today about 45 persons 
would be brought to Stockholm. 

The American Legation already 
has established temporary head- 
quarters at Grankulla, west of Hel- 
sinki. 

Reliable sources asserted it was 
likely Sweden would form a na- 
tional government to present a 
stronger front in efforts to pre- 
serve neutrality and otherwise meet 
the crisis of the Russian-Finnish 
conflict. 

They said such a front would in- 
clude Conservatives and Liberals 
with present Labor and Peasant 
parties but would exclude Commu- 
nists.

Finds Smokeless Fuel Just as Cheap. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T now appears that something is going 

to be done about smoke. Everyone 
should have known for a long time that 
smokeless fuel was and is the only solu- 
tion. 

I have burned practically every kind 
of solid fuel, and I have found that 
whether I pay $4-or $10 a ton, it costs me 
$60 a year to heat my home. 

This is my second year using a certain 
brand of smokeless fuel. I enjoy a steady 
heat and comfort day and night with a 
minimum of attention to the drafts and 
trips to the furnace. No ashes, no soot- 
clogged flues and also not even a wisp of 
smoke. 

The one. difficulty will be in getting 
public approval of an ordinance prohib- 
iting the use of smoky fuel. 

Many will feel that it would be heart- 
jess to ask poor people to pay the per ton 
price of smokeless fuel. .This will be 
due to a misconception of facts. 

There is ordinarily much more bulk to 
smokeless fuel than to smoky fuel, and 
my own experience proves to me that it 
doesn't cost any more. 

My thought, then, is this: 
were priced according to bulk, that is, at 
so much per bushel, there would be very 
little apparent difference. 

Such practice might be called psycho- 
logical deception, but it would be injustice 
to no one and would tend to eliminate the 
misconception of values that exists today 
from long habit. !

THE HIGH LAW OF HUNGER. . 
When Mayor Dickmann again called .on Gov, Stark 
to convene a special session of the Legislature to 
make available additional money for relief, he was 
emphasizing one phase of the nation’s Problem No, 1. 
The St. Louis relief story is an old one. Briefly, 
the State Social Security Commission has already 


| spent $4,000,000 of a biennial appropriation of less 


than $6,500,000. In St. Louis, the average allotment 
for December has been increased from $18 to $20 
‘for some 6500 cases. The Statewide allowance has 
been increased to $12.45. These increases, of course, 
are necessary during the winter months for fuel and 
warm clothing. Further, these months are likely to 
bring more applications for aid. 

Meanwhile, more than a year after the celebrated 
“purge” was announced, the old-age pension roll 
has just been increased by 957, and is now inscribed 
with 78,743 names—mofe than ever before, and not 
a few of these beneficiaries feel indebted to local poli- 
ticilans rather than an impersonal State bounty. 

The net result is obvious: There is just not enough 


Mayor Dickmann points out, the proceeds of the 
State’s 2 per cent. sales tax, if properly distributed, 
are adequate to the situation. At present it is man- 
datory under the Constitution that 25 per cent of this 
tax be allocated to the schools of Missouri, but they 
are actually getting 331-3 per cent. In 1935, for ex- 
ample, the State gave the school districts $3,362,119. 
Even if granted only a fourth of the sales tax, the 
schools now would still get. more than $21,000,000 
from the State. In the main, local boards of educa- 
tion are utilizing:this windfall to reduce school taxes 
while the social security. offices are skimping and 
scraping in a hopeless effort to make ends meet. 

In repeating his request for a special session of 
the Legislature, Mayor Dickmann actually is seek- 
ing to avoid in St. Louis a-situation such as the one 
that is again plaguing Cleveland and other Ohio 
cities. With a drastic limit on its own taxing pow- 
ers and with inadequate relief appropriations by rural 
legislators, the Cleveland City Council has learned 
what Seneca knew long ago—that “a hungry people 
listens not to reason, nor cares for justice, nor is bent 
by prayers.” 

With hundreds of hungry men milling about in its 
City Hall, Cleveland is not speculating as to how the 
specter of unemployment may be banished from the 
land. It is trying to cope with the immediate emer-

gency. The Mayor has just announced that “relief 
comes before every obligation.” 

That is the only answer that there can be to the 
high law of hunger. It is disconcerting to hear this 
grim law proclaimed in the United States, where we. 
had so long believed that it was only for the heathen 
Chinese, the Red Russians and the lesser breeds be- 
yond the pale. 

But we shall hear it even nearer home if the 
Mayor’s warning goes without heed. It is just as 
true now as in Homer’s day that “hunger is insolent, 
and will be fed.” , 
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A LONG VIEW ON THE SCHOOL FIRE HAZARD. 

Much is being done to remedy the fire hazards in 
public and private schools disclosed in recent in- 
quiries. The September grand jury, in its final re- 
port, is far-sighted enough to take a long view of this 
problem, however. What has been accomplished is 
fine, it says in effect, but a program embodying the 
measures necessary to insure full safety would be so 
extensive as to require years for completion. 

The grand jury agrees with school authorities that 
the cost of the extensive alterations required cannot 
be met from one year’s budget, and it makes a sug- 
gestion that should assure continuance of the cam- 
paign: It urges succeeding grand juries to keep an 
eye on developments, and to issue such recommenda- 
tions as may be required. 

Important issues too often are permitted to lapse 
when the heat goes off. The grand jury is to be con- 
gratulated for realizing that the school safety issue 
is no nine days’ wonder, and for recommending steps 
that will assure continued attention to this problem. 
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RUSSIA CHOOSES WAR. 

Russia can offer the necessity for protecting its 
strategic interests in the Baltic area as a reason 
for the demands it made upon Finland. But can the 
effort to enforce those demands by all the horrible 
|weapons of modern warfare, by the invasion of a 
‘smaller neighbor and the slaughter of civilians in 
air bombings, be so easily explained away? 

Premier Molotov in his address of Oct. 31 made a 
persuasive case, from the angle of Soviet self-inter- 
est, fer the proposed territorial changes. Neverthe- 
less, no-matter how meritorious the Kremlin’s con- 
tentions, they do not excuse the haste with which a 
settlement by force was embarked upon. The nego- 
tiations had reached a deadlock, it is true, but they 
had not ceased entirely. A new Finnish note was on 
the way—containing, as it proved, a major conces- 
sion in the offer to withdraw troops from the fron- 
tier—when Moscow severed diplomatic relations. This 
offer could have been a basis for further negotia- 
tions, but the only reply was a mass attack upon 
Finland by land, sea and air. 

Russia was for years a vigorous advocate of set- 
tling international disputes by peaceful methods. Its 
voice was the strongest heard at Geneva in.denounc- 
ing the aggressions committed by Japan, Italy and 
Germany. The Soviet Union proclaimed the right of 
small nations to peaceful and independent existence. 
All these protestations now go on the scrap heap 
when Moscow adopts the identical methods which it 
once assailed. 

It seems there are no good neighbors in Europe to- 
day. Smaller nations maintain their freedom only on 
the sufferance of major Powers. Whatever the ex- 
planations offered, Russia’s choice of war over nego- 
tiation has dealt another vital blow to the world’s

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COMPTROLLER NOLTE REPORTS. 

Comptroller Nolte’s report for the first seven 
months of the year shows St. Louis’ fiscal affairs 
moving in the right directions again. That is, re- 
ceipts are going up and expenditures are going down. 
Thus far this year, Jigome is $1,021,037 greater than 
in the same period of 1938, and outlays $296,002 less. 
In other words, the city is more than $1,300,000 bet- 
ter off this year than last year at this time. Assum- 
ing that these rates of income and disbursement 
continue, the city will have cut about $500,000 from 
its $3,300,000 debt by the end of the fiscal year. 

But, improving though it is, the city’s financial con- 
dition is still serious, Nor is it helped any by saying 
that cities generally are in fiscal straits as bad if not 
worse. How widespread the problem has become was 
indicated this week when the National Institute of 
Municipal Fiscal Officers called for the earmarking 
of 50 per cent of state income taxes for use in the 
cities in which they are collected. 

Meantime, thé proportions of the problem can be 
lessened by suitable economies. At fhe beginning of 
the fiscal year, a general 6 per cent reduction was 
placed in effect in all department budgets... A flat re- 
duction in operating costs has its practical side, but 
obviously bears unevenly on municipal services, It is 
better to pick and choose. | 

It is encouraging, however, that the city has effect- 
ed economies in its housekeeping. “The amount may 
seem unsubstantial in comparison with the increase 
in revenues, yet it represents greater effort—espe- 
cially in the face of the temptations that come with 
a growing income. If these economies are continued 
on a selective basis, they will iend real substance to 
the hope for a balanced budget. .

IN DEWEY CANDIDACY 


He Is 37, Public Experience 
Limited—But He Nearly 
Beat Lehman. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP). — A 
presidential candidacy as extraor- 
dinary in some respects as any in 
the country’s history has been 
launched with the entry of Thomas 
E. Dewey into tne field for the 
Republican nomination. 

Dewey is 37 years old, one of the 
youngest men ever to enter a presi- 


dential race. He never has held an 
office higher than his present post 
as District Attorney of Manhattan. 
He has no national “record” as a 
politician, and is not identified by 
the public with any wing of the 
Republican party, right or left. 

Set against this, however, is the 
fact that in a series of spectacular 
victories as a prosecutor he has 
moved for nearly five years under 
a spotlight of national publicity, 
and the further fact that he came 
so close in 1938 to defeating the 
veteran Governor, Herbert H. Leh- 
man, a. Democrat, that the rival 
political managers were atremble 
all election night. 

Dewey lost, by about 67,000 votes 
out of some 4,700,000, after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had made a strong 
appeal for Lehman, but almost be- 
fore the votes were counted some 
politicians and writers were declar- 
ing the run he gave Lehman un- 
derlined his name in the Repub- 
lican list for 1940, 

His decision to get into the fight 
was announced yesterday. State 
Republican leaders presented a 
declaration that he could carry this 
“pivotal” State, and the country, 
too, and he answered: “I shall be 
glad to make the fight.” 


NEW MUNICIPAL AIRPORT 
OPENED AT NEW YORK CITY 


$40,000,000 Field at North Beach 
Will Serve Trans-Atlantic 
and Land Air Lines. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).—A 
giant TWA liner from Chicago 
landed on a raingwept runway at 
12:01 a. m. today to open formally 
the municipe’ airport at North 
Beach, a $40,000,000 international 
air hub.

Mr. Carpenter and his wife gave 
$50,000 in 1928 to Washington Uni- 
versity for the School of Nursing 
and subsequently added $10,000 to 
establish a course in public health 
nursing. 

Several years ago he gave up 
business activities, retiring as an 
officer of the National Lead Co. 
Last month he resigned as a mem- 
ber of the Washington University 
board. 

Mr. Carpenter 
served with the Missouri National 
Guard here. In 1880-81 he was 
Colonel of the First Regiment.

LORIN WRIGHT, BROTHER 
OF EARLY FLYERS, DIES 


Ohio Manufacturer Failed to Join 
Orville, Wilbur in Aviation 
Pioneering. 

DAYTON, O., Dec. 2 (AP)— 
Lorin Wright, 77 years old, manu- 
facturer who by choice never shared 
the world spotlight with his famous 
brothers, Orville and_.. Wilbur 
Wright, accredited with making the 
first sustained airplane flight, died 

at his home here last night. 

His death leaves Orville the sole 
survivor of a generation of Wrights, 
born in rural Indiana, who became 
famous in aviation. Wilbur, a sis- 
ter Katherine, a pioneer woman 
flyer, and another brother, Reuch- 
lin, died several years ago. 

Until a celebration last Dec. 17 
on the thirty-fifth anniversary of 
the history-making flight-of Orville 
and Wilbur at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
in 1903, Lorin kept in the back- 
ground. During the observance he 
participated in the program here, 
with Orville and Henry Ford. 

He had faith in his brothers’ ex- 
periment, which he had watched in 
a bicyele shop, but did not care for 
the chance involved in the aviation 
industry in its early days. 

Orville lives in retirement at Day- 
ton and designs model planes, many 
of which have been used in the 
manufacture of toys at the Miami 
Wood Products Co., the firm of 
which Lorin was president.

HENNINGS DRAFTS RESOLUTION 
FOR FEDERAL TAX COMMISSION 


Will Offer It to Congress as Step 
Toward Simplifying and 
Analyzing U. 8S. System. 

Congressman Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. has prepared a resolution 
for introduction at the next session 
of Congress calling for creation of 
a Federal Tax Commission to ana- 
lyze and simplify the Federal tax 
system in conformity with a desire 
to establish a more stable and per- 
manent tax policy. 

The résolution would commit 
Congress also to a policy of raising 
revenue “with the least possible 
burden on individual taxpayers and 
business enterprises, to eliminate 
as far as possible indirect and hid- 
den taxes, to consider the economic 
law of diminishing returns in fix- 
ing rates and to base taxes on abil- 
ity to pay. 

Efforts should be made, Hennings 
said, to simplify the tax system, 
including its form, the statement 
of the law and the method of ad- 
ministration, and to alleviate hard- 
ships and inequities in the admin- 
istration of internal revenue laws.

The workers discharged in 1987 
were employed by the old Schieber 
Millinery Co., which operated a 
plant in St. Louis until August of 
that year. The company then closed 
its plant, and its president, Isaac 
Schieber, rounded the Allen Hat Co, 
with a plant in De Soto. 

It was found by the trial exam- 
iner that the formation of the new 
company and removal of operations 
to De Soto were acts in discrimi- 
nation against members of the AFL 
United Hatters, Cap and Millinery 
Workers’ Union and an attempt to 
evade application of the Wagner 
Act. 

Jaffee recommended that the 
company be ordered to cease dis- 
couraging membership in the union 
and to recognize the union as the 
collective bargaining agent for its 
employes.

Boxing Commission Re-

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).—The 
question of whether the New York 
State Athletic Commission had 
*one single shred of evidence” to 


show that the Harry Thomas-Max 
Schmeling fight two years ago was 
irregular came up yesterday at 
the commission's investigation of 
Thomas’ statement that the bout 
was “fixed.” 

Sol Strauss, attorney for Pro- 
moter Mike Jacobs, asked the ques- 
tion during a loud argument with 
Gen. John J. Phelan, the commis- 
gsion’s chairman. The commission 
made no direct answer to the ques- 
tion before closing its session and 
continuing the hearing until next 
Tuesday. 

The investigation is the result 
of Thomas’ statement in the Chi- 
cago Tribune that his bougs with 
both Sckmeling and Tony Galento, 
the latter in Philadelphia a year 
ago, were “fixed.” The New York 
commission is interested only in 
the Schmeling fight which was held 
here. 

Constitutional Rights. 

Thomas was called as a witness 
at the last session of the investi- 
gation but refused to answer any 
questions concerning the bout on 
the grounds such answers might 
“incriminate and degrade” him. 

Strauss testified yesterday to 
identify one contract made be- 
tween Mike Jacobs and the prin- 
cipals for the fight, and another 
made between Schmeling and 
Thomas, in which Thomas agreed 
to a return bout within 90 days 
if he whipped Schmeling in the 
first fight. The argument started 
over just how Strauss was to sub- 
mit the contracts for identifica- 
tion. Gen. Phelan insisted on ask- 
ing him questions, and Strauss, just 
as vehemently, demanded that he 
first be allawed to make a. state- 
ment for the records. 

Then, after Joe Jacobs, manager 
of both Schmeling and Galento, had 
been called, Strauss turned to the 
General and inquired if he might 
ask a question. 

“You can't ask me a question 
here,” the General shouted. 

“Well, I certainly can,” Strauss 
countered. “I want to know if you 
have one shred of evidence show- 
ing the fight was irregular. You're 
throwing mud on people and you 
have nothing”—— 

“Good day, Mr. Strauss; glad you 
came,” the General interrupted. 
“The hearing will be continued next 
Tuesday.” 

Harry Is Absent. 

Because his business prevented, 
Thomas was not on hand, so Joe 
Jacobs asked to be excused from 
answering questions until] “I can 
confront Thomas, hear his ac 
cusations and cross-examine‘ him.” 

“TI believe I am entitled to that,” 
he added. 

The commission read a letter 
from Arch Ward, sports editor of 
the Chicago Tribune, in which 
Ward pledged his willingness to 
co-operate “except to the point of 
violating my sources of informa- 
tion.” 

“If my personal appearance would 
be helpful,” he added, “I am willing 
to co-operate. However, we have 
not retracted anything in our orig- 
inal story.”

While the water fowl population 
is still below normal, there has 
been a definite increase in the num-

Census figures 
furnished by 1300 farmers, ranchers, 
forestry and fisheries workers and 
checked by aerial surveys and eight 
biologists, show nearly 60 million 
ducks in Canada this year. This is 
a 20 per cent increase over the 
1938 census figure and a 41 per cent 
increase over the 1935 figure.
